It in hereby notified that assembliog 
together for gambling is a practice most 
dangerous to the welfare of this place, 
and the Chinese and foreign officials 
have issued reiterated proclamations in 
warning against it on repeated ocea- 
sions. 

Nevertheless, it now arpears that 
there is a certain man named Yib, and 
another named Ting, and another named 
Chang, and another named Chen, and 
another named Yeo, and others who 
daily resorted to place in the 
bourhood of the Chang Ka Garden 
in the vicinity of the Defence Creek, 
and opened a gambling den, where au 
of money amounting t» thonsands have

They have thus done harm beyond word 
I, the Taotai, am firm in the enforce- 
‘ment of the la 
the matter very closely, and I have 
addressed a dispatch and directions to

arrests, I have also observed that the 
gamblers in question are all persons in 
mercantile circles, who, in order to pre- 
serve their respectability should not be 
arrested secretly. Therefore a proclam 
tion ix now duly issued beforeband in 
prohibition, and each shoold tara back 
at the earliest moment and pursue his 
vocations in peace. Bnt if the concerned 
till maintain their foolish conduct with- 

















cor their offences, 
there remain the rules whereonder they 
should be punished, and the Police and 
detectives of which the staff is most 
numerous: and when ther have been 
arrested and bronght up, their punisb- 
ment shall follow without the least 
Teniency. Each should tremble and 
obey. lest he repent hereafter.

Sin,—I have the honour to acknow- 
ledge the receipt of your letter of 
February 2, enclosing copy of a pro- 
clamation by the Taotai on the subject 
of gambling, and requesting an expree- 
sion of the Council's views on this 
document. 

Inseply, [have the honour tostate that 
the Council would deprecate availi 
this or any similar proffer of 
on the part of the Taotai, either by 
proclamation or otherwise, in the Police 
administration of the Foreign Settle- 
ment. If difficulty is experienced 
by the Council and the Police 
Authorities responsible for good order 
in the Settlement, it does not arise 
from any lack of the requisite authority 
or arrangements for enforcing it, bot 
alone from the failings, and absence of 
co-operation, on the part of the sor- 
ronnding administrations, and the 
irregular procedure of the native 
officials in control of them. 

‘This is already too well known to 
the Consolar Body, bat, tances 
are needed in proof that it is a tro 
description of the position I need 
only refer to two. 

One iw the fact tbat the perso 
convicted of the murder of native 
Constable No, 664 on the night of 
January 21, 1909, who were handed 
over by the Mixed Court to the City 
Magistrate on May 29, have remained 
in the bands of that official unsentenced 
ever since, and there is reason to 
suppose that the trial is protracted to 

oid inflicting any penalty. 

A second case illostrates more clearly 
that the issue of the proclamation in 
‘question in the Settlement is superfluous. 
In February and ensuing months of 
the year 1907 the attention of the 
Municipal Police was _particnlarly 
directed to the suppression of the notor- 
ious gambling sheds in Li Hongkew. 
The Mixed Court Magistrate issued «
